MEXICO CITY. (.^>1 — Several 
persons were wounded today in a 
clash between students and sev¬ 
eral hundred members of an or¬ 
ganization known as “socialist 
youth" who had occupied building 
of the University of .Mexico. 

The "socialist youth" force, 
armed with pistols and knives, 
seized buildings of the university 
and its prepaiatory school early 
this morning and resi.sted efforts 
of police and firemen to eject 
them. 

Enraged students who discov¬ 
ered the seizure of the buildings 
shortly after 8 a. m. made several 
forays trying to recover them, but 
iverc met by pistol fire from the 
roof tops. A number fell, wounded. 

The students desisted after 
Rector Chico Ceorne counselled 
ealm, asserting hunger would 
compel the invaders to yield. 

The socialists were aue to oc¬ 
cupy four buildings the main uni¬ 
versity building, the preparatory 
scliool and the schools of com¬ 
merce an<I law without much op- 
oosition because most of the stu¬ 
dent body was taking its spring 
vacation 

The word spread quickly, how¬ 
ever. .and angry groups of students 
gathered. Police and firemen 
hrdped the rector to restrain the 
most fiery of the students who 
wished to attack immediately. 

The ilisorders came after long 
attempts by socialists to deprive 
the university of its autonomy 
guaranteed tiy law, bring it into 
the federal system .and introduce 
socdalislic education. 

Rectfjr Georne and students 
had strongly oppo.sed these at¬ 
tempts. 

The clash was the newest mani¬ 
festation of internal unrest fol¬ 
lowing the March 18 expropriation 
of 17 Rritish and American oil 
companies.

I Twelve Rescued or 

j Leap •I’o Safety 

j ATLANTA. (/PI — Fire which 
started in a basement kitchen 
I killed 25 persons at the Terminal 
hotel early today, left 13 injured 
and an undetermined number of 
others missing. 

More than a dozen persons were 
rescued or leaped to safety. 

Reports to firemen and police 
indicated from 50 to 65 persons 
were registered in the 62 room, 
five-story brick and frame build¬ 
ing. 

A high wind fanned the flames. 

City sanitary crews were set 
to work in mid-moming removing 
the debris. With tractor power 
barred because of the danger of 
pulling down the walls, engineertJ 
estimated two days would be re¬ 
quired to clear out the wreckage. 

Many of the dead were found 
in the charred timbers and steel 
which dropped from the roof, 
carrying away the burning floors. 

Police Chief M. A. Hornsby ex¬ 
pressed belief "10 or 15 more” 
bodies would be found in the mass 
of bedbrie piled up on the street 
level. 

Speed with which the flames 
gained headway amazed witnesses. 

Police Lieut. J. T. Laseter said 
he was five blocks away in a 
patrol car when he saw the fire 
shoot up, and that by the time 
he arrived smoke veiled all the 
building. 

"I couldn’t see them," he said, 
"but I could hear people on the 
upper floors crying out and pray¬ 
ing." 

Mayor William B. Hartsfield said 
the hotel was of a construction 
type no longer permitted under 
the city building code, but had 
been remodeled somewhat from its 
original status. 

The fire was described by Fire 
Chief O. J. Parker as "the deadli¬ 
est in the history of Atlanta.” 

CollaiJse of the roof, plunging, 
debris through charred floors to 
the basement, cut off hope of 
survival for many who were 
trapped. Only the walls were left 
standing. 

Five persons jumped. One man, 
unidentified, who leaped from a 
fourth floor window, died of a 
broken neck. 

Three other men were suffo¬ 
cated. 

A dozen hose lines still poured 
water through shattered windows 
at dawn. Ambulances were lined 
up in the piaza of the Southern 
Railway station across a street 
from the hotel, waiting for the 
discovery of other victims. 

Firemen described the death of 
what was apparently a family, 
father, mother, young son and 
daughter. 

The woman was found sitting 
in a chair. The little girl knelt 
by the bed. The man and small 
boy were lying on the bed. 


County Erects Steel 
Barrier Around Funds 


The bandit business slumped 
badly today, as a thug-proof bar¬ 
rier sprang up around the once- 
poorly-protected county treasur¬ 
er’s office. 

A $3000 bullet-proof, bandit- 
proof cage was getting its finish¬ 
ing touches in the office of Treas¬ 
urer T. E. Stephenson, whose 
pleas for better protection finally 
were heeded by county supervi¬ 
sors. 

The device is expected to pay 
for itself within a short time, 
with a one-third reduction in rob¬ 
bery insurance rates in effect be¬ 
cause of the cage. 

Enclosing half of the treasurer's 
office and protecting the giant 
vault, the cage is made of bullet¬ 
proof .steel and contains windows 
two inches thick which bullets 
cannot penetrate. 

Metal trays under windows 
make it possible for employes to 
pass money under the glass, but 
prevent anyone outside from 
reaching beyond the barrier. Gun 
ports are located at strategic j 
point.s, and a row of spikes and 
charged wires prevent access to■ 
the top of the cage. ' 

Installation of the cage is the! 
.second modern protection device j 
to be installed recently in Steph- 
en.son’s office.

Heavy Red Pigment 
Isolated In Liver 

(CupyriRlit, 193S. by Science Seivice) 

NEW YORK.—A new( and yet 
unidentified, red pigment, which 
is a super heavyweight among the 
body chemicals of the higher ani¬ 
mats, has just been isolated at 
Yale university, it was disclosed 
at the meeting here of the New 
York section of the American 
Chemical society. 

The red pigment, having a mole¬ 
cular weight more than 50 times 
as great as familiar hemoglobin 
in the blood, was found in a re¬ 
search seeking enzymes in horse 
liver. Dr. Kurt G. Stern, who re¬ 
ported the di.scovery, and Dr R 
W. G. Wyckoff, both of Yale, col¬ 
laborated in the studies.
